The  new  instructional  television  method  is 
being  used  for  History  170  classes  for  the 
first  time  on  the  campus  this  fall. 

An  Eidophor  projector  is  capable  of  pro- 
jecting live  television  from  the  lecture  stage, 
as  well  as  pre-recorded  videotaped  lectures, 
films  or  slides.  The  picture  is  seen  on  a giant 
18  by  24  foot  television  screen. 

HISTORY  170.  which  is  being  taught  in 

two  spctinns.  oflch  flccommodatinp'  armroxi- 


mately  1,000  students,  will  be  presented  in 
Smith  Auditorium,  according  to  T.  M.  Wil- 
liams, director  of  radio  and  television. 

However,  until  remodeling  of  the  facility  is 
completed  the  course  is  being  held  in  the  new 
Harris  Fine  Arts  Center. 

COURSES  ARE  taught  by  Dr.  Richard 
Poll  of  the  History  Department  in  consulta- 
tion with  members  of  both  the  History  and 
Political  Science  Depts.

She  slid 
copies  of  the  newsletters  under 
compartment  doors,  then  went  to 
her  own  roomette. 

Early  the  next  morning  she 
distributed  a second  set  of  news- 
letters. 

“The  only  people  up  were  a few 
porters,”  she  said.  “They  thought 
it  was  a good  joke,  so  they  help- 
ed me.

The  Cougars,  nursing  the  de- 
feats of  the  two  previous  outings 
are  considered  the  underdogs  by 
BYU  observers.  Ironically  the 
New  Mexico  Wolfpack  consider 
themselves  also  the  underdogs  in 
this  highly  publicized  contest. 

DESPITE  THE  Cat’s  appetite 
for  an  inaugural  victory  they  are 
statisically  the  underdog  as  the 
Lobo’s  arrive  with  a 1-1  record 
opposed  to  the  0-2  tag  hanging  on 
the  Cats. 

The  Lobos  on  the  other  hand 
have  not  won  a football  tilt  in  the 
Deseret  State  since  early  in  1960. 
Their  last  encounter  with  the

New 
Mexico  on  the  other  hand  went 
scoreless  in  their  first  contest 
with  Utah  and  managed  only  20 
tallies  against  the  downtrodden 
Montana  squad.  ^ 

The  New  Mexico  team  has  beert- 
working  hard  to  overcome  their 
most  obvious  weaknesses,  namely 


pass  defense  and  offense.  Two 
weeks  ago  the  Utes  riddled  the 
Lobos  aerial  defenses  for  12  com- 
pletions and  total  ol  183  yards  via 
the  air  ways.
